Barney Coller, 33 years old, was shot and 
probably fatally wounded Tuesday noon in 
the back yard of 196 Park avenue by John 
Alien, his next door neighbor. 

Allen was arrested a few minutes later by 
Sergt. Hess and locked up in the Lafayette 
Park Station. Coller was taken to the St. 
Mary's Infirmary, 1536 Papin gtreet. H's 
condition is critical. 

The shooting was the outgrowth of a 
fight between the men over the erection of 
a clothesline in the back yard that was 
common to both houses. Tuesday was Mrs. 
Alien’s wash day aand she utilized’ the 
yard. This displeased her neighbor and 


Coller cut the line, 

Allen is a gripman for the People’s Rail- 
way Company. When he came home to 
dinner shortly after 12 o'clock his wife

He claims that he and Coller had been

ATTEMPTED TO BRAIN A YOUNG 
MAN WHO CAUGHT HIM 
FEEDING THE FLAMES. 


IS NOW IN THE HOSPITAL. 


Friends Think He Became Insane Try- 
ing to Solve the Problem of 
How He Could Be- 
| come Rich. 


John Anderson 50 years old, suddenly be- 
came crazed and attempted Tuesday morn- 
ing to burn his shoe shop at 907 Pine street. 

The fire was discovered before much dam- 
age was done and the crazy cobbler was 
sent to the City Hospital for observation. 

Anderson is a Swede and has lived in St. 
Louis for 30 years. He formerly kept a 
small shop on Chestnut etreet. About 0) 
years ago he rented a small one story build- 
ing at 907 Pine street, where he worked and 
lived. Hiring a man to do the repairing 
work, Anderson devoted his own energies to 
the making of shoes far cripples, at which 
he was an adept. 

Part of his little shop he rented to H. 
Schroeder, a tailor. Mr. Schroeder did not 
notice anything peculiar about the man’s 
actions until last @gek. The cobbler then 
began talking wildly about putting his buei- 
ness on @ larger basis. He was not making 


money fast enough and he daily grew more 
impatient. 

This desire for wealth is the only theory 
those about him can give for the upsetting 
of his mind. 

At 7:30 a. m. Tuesday B. F. Lillybeck went 
to the shop to see his father, who worked 
for Anderson. When he opened the door 
he found Anderson alone industriously 
piling wood on a fire he had kindled in the 
middie of the floor. 

The small stove in the center of the 
room was roaring like -a furnace. The in- 
Side was chock full of coal and wood, and 
jammed in from the top aperture were 
two tall pine boards, reaching nearly to 
the ae 
On the floor front of the stoVe another 
fire was blazing brilliantly. This Anderson 
was feeding with wood, paper and barrel 
ie which had been saturated with coal 
o} 

Lillybeck called to the man, who turned 
from his task, grabbed a hatchet and made 
savagely for the caller. The young man 
called in Patrplimen Little and Clifford, 
then ran to No. 6 engine house and turned 
in a still alarm. 

At the sight of the officers and,.firemen, 
Anderson changed his tactics and worked 
frantically to put out the flames, jabbering 
and laughing wildly all the while. Ten min- 
utes work extinguished the last spark. 

The police took a shoemaker to the Dis- 
pensary. He surb gled seaparatery to oe 
away and was oniy quieted by the assu 
ance that the officials were preparing to 
pay him insurance money. hen the ruse 
was discovered, Anderson aimed a savage 
blow at Clerk John Pearsol, and it took 
the combined strength of the two policemen 
to hold him in a chair. Dr. Kearney sent 
him to the City Hospital for observatioh. 

He insists that he is married and is the 
father of ten children. He says his wife 
is sick at his home in Lafayette Park. 

Mr. Lillybeck, who has known him for 
fifteen years, says he was never married 
and lived entirely alone in his dingy room 
back of the workshop 

“The first I noticed of his mental trouble,’’ 
said IAllybeck, “was last week, when he 
quit his work suddenly to go out to borrow 
money. He contracted for a large supply 
of leather and has not a cent to pay for it. 
“He drank some, but not enough to af- 
fect his mind.’

Charles Diedrich, a young clerk employed 
by Fisher & Co., real estate agents at 714 
Chestnut street, asked his employers for a 
day off Monday. He said he wished to go 
to“Washington, Mo., to attend his grand- 
mother's funeral. 

When he reached his parents’ home, 1044 
North Taylor 4venue, he told his mother 
that he had just attended the matinee at 
the Columbia Theater and brought her 
tickets so she might go the next after- 


noon. 

The young man ate only a light supper 
and left the house without letting any one | 
know where he-was going. Just after m.d-. 
night a policeman - found his body in a va- | 
cant house at 4822 Delmar boulevard. A | 
glass containing morphine was on the man- | 
tlepiece near the corpse, but death had.un. 
doubtedly been caused by a pistol shot | 
through eed seg r¢ 

The discovery of the body was made by | 
Policeman Dowd of the Seventh. District. 
He saw the front door of the house open, 
and when he investigated he stumbled over 
the body in the front room. Dowd lighted | 
a match and. ascertained that the young 
man was dead. Another policeman was 
called in, and they searched the body for 
articles of identification. 

In one of the pockets was found a card, 
showing the suicide to be Charles C. Died- 
rich, Jr.,,of 1044 North Taylor avenue, en- 
ployed as a renting agent by Fisher & Co, 
A number of letters sealed and addressed 
were also taken. from his ° kets. One of 
these letters was designated as “For Every- 
body,”’ and read:

They for- 
merly attended the Divoll grammar school 
on Dayton street together. Diedrich met 
Miss Baxter on Finney avenue, between 
Grand and Pendleton avenues, Monday 
afternoon, and gave her a large box of 
candy. He walked part of the way home

Miss Baxter was in school Tuesday morn- 
ing, ignorant of the death of the young 
man who had recently begun to pay her 
marked attention. Mrs. Baxter expressed 
deep’ regret to hear of Diedrich’s death, and 
said the news would probably prostrate 
her daughter. 

“TI knew the boy but slightly,’ said Mrs. 
Baxter Tuesday morning, ‘‘though he often 
saw my daughter. They frequently attended 
the Wagoner Place Church. But his atten- 
tions to Dollie I never considered serious. I 
often told her I thought it was unwise for 
her to encourage the attentions of young 
men so long as she was a schoolgirl, but 
she laughed and said Charlie was only an 
old friend and that she did not look upon 
him as a sweetheart. The last time they 
saw each other was Sunday night. Mr. 
Diedrich called that evening and he and 
Dollie were alone for a short time. I do not 
know what conversation passed between 
them.’’ 

A theory of unrequited love presents it- 
self in view of Mrs, Baxter’s assertion that 
the young lady did not regard Diedrich as 
aught but an old.friend.

PRECEDENT FOR INTERVENTION 
TO STOP THE CUBAN WAR. 
The historic case of intervention which offers the best precedent for 
interference by the United States in Cuba is that of 1827, when Great 
Britain, France and Russia—no other Européan nation objecting—inter- 
fered to end the bloody struggle in Greece and by eerteney fiat to establish 
the present Grecian monarchy. 

Lawrence, a great writer on international law, presents the case in these 
words: 

“The contest between them (the Greek patriots) and their Turkish 
oppressors had gone on for years, and had been marked throughout by the 
most horrible barbarities. It seemed.as if it would end in the extermination 
of the whole Greek race.” 

This is an exact parallel to the Cuban situation to-day. except that the 
Spanish in Cuba have “bettered the instruction” of the Turks in Greece. 
They have starved and otherwise murdered half a million non-combatant 
men, women and children. 

This country has also the plea of imperiled American interests and 
threatened American citizens. But the plea of common humanity is first 
and strongest.

“The vessel was in a Spanish harbor and was blown up by a mine placed there 
by Spanish officials. The mine was sprung by someone familiar with its location 
and the wires leading to it. I do not say that the Spanish Government knew of the 
plot to blow up the Maine, but the fact that it was done in Havana harbor is suf- 
ficient to thold the Spaniards responsible. Immediate action is necessary and I 
believe that there will be war very shortly. If I was a betting man I would take 
all the bets offered by those who do not believe that there will be wa?’. I would 
also bet a hundred to ten that an attefmpt will be made to assassinate Gen. Lee if 
war is declared. The coast defenses need looking after. Key West is in an almost 
defenseless condition. A Spanish fleet could be at a safe distance and shell the 
town. As for Tampa and Port Tampa, there is nothing to prevent any small vessel! 
from coming up the bay and blowing them to pieces. The railrodd terminals 
would, of course, be attacked by the Spanish at the first opportunity. Steps should 
be taken to protect them, so that troops and supplies can be brought here for ship- 
ment to Cuba. : 

“When asked for my opinion in Washington, I said that 50,000 troops should 
be sent to Tampa immediately and ships provided to carry them to Cuba. 

“The torpedo flotilla should be stopped at all hazards. A knockout blow should 
be struck by the United States before Spain gets a chance. We have an enormous 
coast line to protect and we should not wait until Spain is prepared to attack it. 
When you want to whip a man get in the first blew. Hit him on the point of the 
chin. That is what we ought to do now. I don’t believe in delay. I said the 
morning after the Maine disaster that the chances were a million to one against it 
being an accident and I am of the same opinion, although I have not seen the 
report of the Court of Inquiry.” ' ,

WASHINGTON, March 29.—In his speech in the Senate to-day Mr. Mason 
declared there could be no peace so long as an European nation owns and butchers 
its slaves in this hemisphere.

If it was a torpedo or a mine.it was a 
Spanish torpedo or a Spanish mine. Hence Spain must answer. He would oppose 
any proposition looking to indemnity as he would oppose a diplomatic inciden® of 
the catastrophe. He would oppose any kind of autonomy or any plau to assist Spain, 
but his demand was that the Spanish flag should be driven from the Western He 
isphere.

MADRID, March 29.--The semf-official E] Liberal says: “The report on the 
Maine contains no grave statement, therefore President McKinley will not use that 
pretext for declaring war, but will use the relief of he Cubans.” 

El Liberal adds: “We believe the Spanish Government will never tolerate a 
foreign nation, in the guise of philuathropy, invading our territory, for it would be 
followed by the unanimous protest of the’Spanish people.” : 

The same paper then counsels Spain to prepare to repel any kind of interven- 
tion—to be uncompromising, and to “at¢cept nothing affecting the dignity or sov- 


in actual revolt against the dove-like message of President McKinley. 

At least a quarter of the Senate is in favor of immediate intervention in Cuba, by 
force if necessary, to end the war. Even some of the millionaires of the Senate, to 
whom business considerations are everything, revolt at the idea of dragging nego- 
tiations with Spain through four months. 

An extraordinary spectacle is presented wherever members of Congress gather. 
It is the Republican members who are denouncing a Republican President, for they 
believe that weakness or procrastination by the Republican President at this time 
will leave only a corporal’s guard of Republican members in Congress after the elec- 
tion next fall. 

Democrats who have loyally supported the President in every preparation for 
defense bear the disappointment in the President's message with fortitude. 

In the Senate wing of the Capitol some of the inflyential Senators will support 
the President and oppose war under all conditions. Republicans are more active in 
the revolt against the President than the Democréts. 

Senator Foraker is suppressing himself with great difficulty. :

The Judge Advocate of the Court of In- 
quiry asked permission to append the let- 
ter to the record, and, the request was 
granted. (This letter was not given out to- 
day by the Secretary of the Navy with the 
testimony of Mr. Drain, but it was in the 
nature of a warning to Gen. Lee that the 
Maine was to be foully dealt with. The 
writer is believed to have been killed by 
persons who knew of his writing the letter, 
and who put him out of the way to protect 

hemselves. The translation of it is in 
the possession of the Navy Department.) 

After the letter had been made an exhibit, 
as siated, Mr. Drain was asked: 

“Has anything been done to ascertain the 
truth of the statement contained in this 
letter?’’ 

He said he had made an investigation 
and had discovered that the writer had 
died a few days before the explosion of the 
Maine.

George W. Northedge Is Heir to a Sec- 
ond Large Fortune. 
CHICAGO, March 29.—George W. North- 
edge, son of Col. William Northedge, who is 


said to have inherited a fortune of $856,782 
in 1892, is now to be confronted with the in- 
formation that he is one of the 75 heirs to 
a fortune of $15),000,000. 

The estate to which Northedge has a 
claim was left by John Shepherd in County 
Wilts, England. Col, Northedge’s father 
died from wounds recetved in the rebellion, 
and never knew that £200,000 has been await- 
ing his pleasure in the Bank of England for 
ll years. Queen’s Counsel J. H. Gilchrist 
found the son, George, in this city laboring 
at hte carpenter trade six years ago, 

Soon after receiving the money, Mr. North- 
edge departed for parts unkuown, and his 
presence is now desired by his relatives. His 
grandfather, William Northedge, was a 
baronet and a colonel in the English army, 
owning large estates in Wells, Somerset- 
shire, about 16 miles from Bath, England, 
and when he died the son, father of George 
Northedge, was in this country serving as a 
colonel in the 59th Volunteers, He also 
served in the Ist Batialion, Connecticut Cav- 
alry, and on Oct. 26, 1861, he received a wound 
that caused his retirement and ultimately 
his death.

Troopers in Training for Any 
Emergency. 


FORCED MARCHES TAKEN DAILY 


SPECIAL ATTENTION GIVEN THE 
WORK OF ENGINEERS AND 
MAP DRAWING. 


PLANNING FOR A CAMPAIGN. 


fhould Infantry Be Added to the Oav- 
alry This Post Would Become 
One of the Most Import- 
ant in the Country. 


Anyone who doubts that Uncle Sam's 
soldiery are filled with the spirit of war 
needs only to pay a visit to Jefferson Bar- 
racks to have the doubt dispelled. 

Officers and men alike assume that hos- 
tillities are ahead and govern themselves 
in accordance, 

Discipline is more rigid end drills more 
frequent than in the usual routine of bar- 
racks life. In the words of one of the old- 
est Captains at the post, “the men are be- 
ing given practical training in every phase 
of war life except the actual facing of bul- 
lets.”* 

How fit they are for this crucial test is 
problematical. An official canvass of the 
entire force at the barracks recently 
showed that not more than 2 per cent of 
the men had seen actual service. A still 
smaller proportion had gone through hard 
service of the kind that entitles @ man to 
the distinction of ‘being called an old cam- 


paigner. 

Three-fourths of the officers have never 
seen actual service. 

In point of discipline, knowledge of the 
manual and ability to execute it, the sol- 
diers at the barracks equal any in the 
army, according to the statement of their 
superiors, 

= the time a rupture of the friendly 
relations with Spain first seemed imminent 
untH the recent rains the troops were 
drilled daily, an umusual proceeding at this 
season of the year. Drills are usually sus- 
pended during the winter and are not re- 
sumed until spring is well advanced. 

A significant feature of the drills is that 
specia attention is being paid to saber prac- 
tice, both mounted and on foot. 

The men are being trained also to meet 
the contingency of forced marches. Daily 
excursions are made into the surrounding 
country under quick marching orders, the 
men carrying equipments as if for a long 
campaign in an enemy’s country. 

The men are expected to be on the alert 
at all times, . Chase, commanding the 
squadron in the absence of Maj. John M. 
Loud, says that he could have his troops 
under way, fully seeps for hard service, 
in an hour, day or night. 

From the officers’ standpoint the experi- 
ments of the greatest practical value are 
those now ing on under direction of Capt. 
Chase to determine the efficiency of the 
engineers stationed at the post. 

Under conditions as eimilar to those of 
actual warfare as possible maps have been 
mae of the country surrounding the bar- 
racks. 

An achievement of which Capt. Chase is 
especially proud was accomplished a few 
days ago. The squadron commander. with 
a staff of engineers rode south from the drill 
grounds to the limits of the reservation, 
thence west to the Bobring road and back to 
the Barracks by a circuitous cross country 
route. Capt. Chase waa careful to take the 
engineers over a route which they had never 
traveled. They covered the distance at the 
rate of six miles an hour and no stops were 


made. 

Within 15 minutes after Capt. Chase re- 
turned to the Barracks he placed in the 
hands of Post Commander Weesels a map 
of the territory covered. So perfect was the 
map that with it alone to guide the officers 
a company was taken over the same route 
the next day without once deviating from 
the path and without stops. 

It is such proficiency.that causes the of- 
ficers to say that the men,have only one 
thing more to learn—the facing of bullets. 
Maj. Wessels, the post commander, has 
not received official notice of the order 
transferring six companies of the Eleventh 
Infantry. to Jefferson Barracks. 

Officers at the post say that if the or- 
der is enforced at once it can mean only 
one thing, namely, that the entire force 
now at the barracks must vacate the post. 
There is room at present only for a band 
and possibly an infantry commander and 
two staff officers. 

» Those of the officers who believe that the 
order is in line with a fixed policy to con- 
centrate troops at the Atlantic coast and 
Gulf points believe that the order will be 
carried out at once and that the troops at 
the barracks will be on their way to the 
Bast or South within two weeks. If the 
enforcement of the order is deferred until 
the new buildings now being constructed 
are completed there will be room both for 
the troops ‘now at the barracks and the new 
acquisition of infantry. 

The new barracks and officers’: quarters 
cannot be finished before the middle of 
July at the present rate of work. 

The maintaining of the cavalry troops at 
the barracks and the addition of six com- 
panies of infantry would make the post one 
of the most important and attractive in 
the country.

Coroner Schildroth Took a Hazardous 
Trip in a Launch to Recover 
the Body.

THE PERSECUTION 
OF MAS, BECKER, 


Two Theories Concerning a 
Strange Case. 


SHE IS FREQUENTLY WOUNDED. 


SAYS HER INJURIES ARE IN- 
FLICTED BY EMISSARIES OF 
JOSEPH SPRAY. 


POLICE REPORT ON THE CASE. 


It Is That the Woman’s Recent 
Wounds Were Due to a Fall 
Downstairs—Spray Can- 
not Be Found. 


Mrs. Kate Becker, widow and seamstress, 
is either the victim of the most remark- 
able and inhuman series of persecutions, 
or else trouble and drink ca obined have 
developed hallucinations which are dread- 
fully real to her. The police have occu- 
pled both sides of the theories, and are 
now leaning toward the latter. - 

The woman is but 2 years old, Dorn and 
reared in St. Louis, and of an honest fam- 
ily. She was in the City Hospital Monday 
and in the Dayton street police court Tues- 
day. 

She attributes both facts to the persistent 
persecution of her by Joseph Spray, who 
killed her husband less than one year ago 
and ts known to have assaulted and beaten 
Mrs. Becker on two occasions since. 

The beginning of hostilities was a fight 
in the rear of 1442 O’Fallon street on the 


night of April 2, 1897, in which George 
Becker, Joe Spray and omas Maloy were 
involved. It was occasioned by jealousy 
over a woman. Becker said afterward that 
Spray and amen went into his yard and 
began throwin ricks in his window. One 
brick, thrown by Spray, hit Becker on the 
forehead, resulting in a fracture of the 
skull. “The wounded man was taken to the 
Dispensary, where his wound was dressed, 
and he walked home. On May 6 he died, 
and Spray was arrested by Sergt. Church. 

At the trial Spray was acquitted on the 
ground of self-defense, to the chagrin of 
the police, who maintained it was a clear 
case of murder. 

Mrs. Becker, naturally enugh, had been 
particularly active in the prosecution, in- 
curring the enemity of Spray, whose mother 
owned the property where the tragedy oc- 
curred, and who was an idler, with an all- 
round bad record. 

Severa] months after his acquittal Spray 
met Mrs. Becker on the etreet, near her 
lodging place, 102% North Third etreet, and 
gave her a ‘terrible $< ¥,° It was on this 
occasion that honest old Capt. Peter Joyce 
said that Spray ought to be burned at the 
stake. The man was sent to the Workhouse 
for three months. 

Mrs. Becker says that ever since Spray’s 
release from confinement, one month ago, 
she has been in constant terror of her life, 
fearing to be outside of her rooms after 
night. She expected another assault and 
that she would be killed. 

Sunday night several men were canning 
beer at Ward's lodging house, 102% North 
Third street, where Mrs. Becker lives. Her 
story is that during the evening two of thé 
men assaulted and beat her and that she 
believed them +o be friends and emissaries 
of Spray. Mrs. Ward had the whole crowd 
arrest on a charge of trespass. At the 
station-house Mrs. Becker charged Fred 
Schaefer with having beaten her, aided and 
abetted by Iron H. Roberts. A razor was 
found on Schaefer, but he claimed to be a 
barber. ; 

Mrs. Becker was forwarded to the City 
Hospital, to be treated for alcoholism, frac- 
ture of the nose and contusion of the scalp. 

he men were eas on bond, given by 
Peter Monahan, keeper of another lodging 
house, who vouched for them. 

Capt. Joyce was indignant at the further 
persecution of Mrs. Becker, and he directed 
Officer Thomas Mohan to make a searching 
investigation. He reported Monday even- 
ing that all of the witnesses to the inci- 
dent declared Mrs. Becker was intoxicated 
and had falien down stairs. They also said 
Schaefer, instead of inflicting the injuries 
she received, was first to reach her side 
and pick her up. 

Monday night Capt. Joyce directed that a 
search of the district be made for Spray, 
but at Tuesday noon no trace of him had 
been reported. 

Mrs.. Becker claims that she unsuspect- 
ingly drank a few glasses of beer with the 
men, and that she was knocked down 
stairs. 

“Ever since my husband's death.” she 
says, “Spray has been hounding me.” 

The opinion of the police is that Mrs. 
Recker, half crazed with trouble, is more 
apt to « out Spray, and that she is ia- 
boring under hallucinations.

RUSSIA 1S ELATED 


Official Circular Tlls of Her’Gains and 
Plans in China. 


ri 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 2.—The Of- 
ficial Messenger publishes a circular which 
has been telegraphed by Court Muravieff, 
the Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs, 


to the representatives of Russia abroad. It 
is as follows: 

“By virtue of a convention signed at 
Pekin March 27, Port Arthur and the Port 
of Ta-Lien-Wan, and the territories ad 
cent, have been ceded to Russia in usufruct 
by China. You are requested to notify the 
Government whereto you are accredited, 
adding that the above mentioned ports and 
territories will be immediately occupied by 
Russian troops and that the Russian flag 
will be thoisted by the side of the Chinese 


“You may at the same time inform the 
Foreign Minister that the port of Ta-Lien-. 


Wan will be open to foreign trade, and 
that the largest measure of hospitality will 
be extended to the ships of all friendly na- 


tions.”’ 

An official communication issued to the 
press adds: 

“The cessions are for 26 years, but may 
be extended later by common accor 

“Further, Ohina has conceded the right 
of constructing a railroad to connect the 
ports with the Transsiberian main line.” 

After stating that the arrangement is the 
direct and natural consequence of amica- 
ble relations between two neighboring 
States anxious to advance the interests of 
their peoples, the official communication 
continues: 

“While safeguarding the integrity and 
sovereignty of China and satisfying the es- 
sential needs Russi the arrangement 
injures the interests of no foreign State 
On the ntrary, it affords all nations the 

ossibili of entering in the near future 
nto relations with the river regions of the 
Yellow ‘Sea, hitherto closed to them. The 
opening of Ta-Lien-Wan to the merchant 
ships of all nations will create a new and 
wide market for commerce and industry, 
owing to the Transsiberian line, which is 
henceforth destined to connect the extremi- 
ties of two continents and the old world. 
The arrangement, therefore, is of high his- 
torical value to Russia and should be hailed 
as a fortunate event, by all those who have 
at heart the benefits of peace and develop- 
ment of good relations among nations,”
